Among 
these are 
the

Junior high schools, the settlement 
of a division of school planning, the 
lengthening of the school day, modi­ 
fication of teachers’ salary sched­ 
ules; Increase In county superin­ 
tendents’ salaries; 
registration of 
minors, and amendments to the 
Junior colleges. 
His report, taking up the var­ 
ious recommendations of the state 
superintendent, is as follows: 
Reorganization of Department 
The past four years' ext»erlenee 
dearly has demonstrated the need 
of a reorganization of the state de­ 
partm ent. Among the duties of the 
state board is to adopt textbooks, 
either purchase the textbooks in the I 
open market, which would be far 
the better way, for we might then 
get textbooks within a reasonable 
time and the best books on the 
market, whereas under the present 
plan the slate board adopts from a 
small list, because the largest and 
best publishing companies have be­ 
come so disgusted with the board’s 
methods of selecting textbooks that 
they will not subm it copies of their 
books for consideration. 
The m at­ 
ter of selecting textbooks by pur­ 
chase, either in the open market or 
by adopting, buying the royalty and 
printing the books, should be left 
to the trained experts under the 
superintendent's 
department. 
An­ 
other duty of the state board Is to 
determine the rules and regula­ 
tions governing 
the 
granting of , 
teachers’ certificates. A state board, , 
made up entirely of laymen, clearly , 
is incompetent to pass on such m at­ 
ters. Such duties should be a part 
of the duties of the state superin- i 
tendent and his staff.
